Claim Refections - 35 U.S.C. S 112 
Claims 23 and 24 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicants regard as the invention. Applicants have herein amended claims 23 and 24 as 
suggested by the Examiner. Therefore, Applicants submit that the amendments address the 
issues raised in the Office Action and respectfully request withdrawal of this ground for 
rejection. 

Double Patenting/Claim Rejection - 35 U.S.C. S 102 

Claims 21 has been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,510,870. Also 

claim 21 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b), as being anticipated by Applicants' prior
